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Justice Frank Murphy Dies 
In Detroit of Heart Ailment HOGS OUT OF EXPERIMENT 


DETROIT, 
July 1 9—(ZP)—Su­ 
preme Co urt Justice Frank Mur­ 
phy died at 7 :4 5 A. M. (EST) to ­ 
day . 
Do cto rs at Henry Fo rd Ho spital 
said the 5 6 -y ear-o ld jurist died 
o f co ro nary 
o cclusio ns, a heart 
afflictio n. 
Murphy was appo inted in 1 94 0 
to the supreme co urt by the late 
President Franklin D. Ro o sev elt. 
Prio r to that, he had serv ed o ne 
two -y ear term as go v erno r o f 
Michigan. He was defeated fo r 
re-electio n. 
Befo re running fo r 
go v erno r, 
Murphy serv ed as the last go v ­ 
erno r-general o f the Philippines. 
He was also atto rney general o f 
the United States. 
The justice had been ill here 
fo r so me time but his co nditio n 
was no t regarded as serio us. 
He nev er married. Fo r many 
y ears he was regarded as o ne o f 
Washingto n’s mo st eligible bach­ 
elo rs. 
It was as go v erno r o f Michigan 
that Murphy first came into the 
natio nal limelight. That was in 
the 1 93 0’s when the first big sit- 
do wn strikes o ccurred. He was 
v igo ro usly attacked by so me fo r I 
no t using fo rce to o ust the sit- ; 
do wners fro m auto mo tiv e plants.

him, for he felt he had done a

Among other things, he had put 
into effect the state’s first civ il 
serv ice law' and had ov erruled the 
penal and corrections system.

of Detroit at

PlansTake Form 


For Trying New 


Farm Program 


Subcommittee Acts 
As House Gets Set 
For Heated Debate 


WASHINGTON, July 19—(ZP)— 
A Senate agriculture subco mmit­ 
tee today formally tossed 
o v er­ 
b oard an administration pro po sal 
for a trial run of the 
Brannan 
farm plan on hogs. 
The action was taken during a 
closed session of the sub commit­ 
tee which had had the measure 
under consideration 
for 
sev eral 
; weeks. 
It came as the House, on the 
; other side of the capitol, squared 
: off for deb ate on farm legislation. 
A Democratic-Repub lican coal­ 
ition in the House flatly rejected 
I administration 
efforts 
to 
put 
through a compromise on Secre­ 
tary 
of 
Agriculture 
Brannan’s 
sub sidy plan. 
The Brannan program would let 
the prices of perishab le farm pro­ 
ducts fall to the natural lev el on 
the market. Farmers wfould get 
gov ernment checks--paid for by 
taxes—for the difference in those 
prices and what the gov ernment 
considers a fair price. 
Compromise 
Experiment 
The trial run with hogs was 
proposed as a compromise experi­ 
ment to find out how the plan 
would work in practice. 
Chairman Gillette (D-Ia) of the 
Senate sub committee told report­ 
ers after the group’s meeting: 
“ I was directed t<> draft a re­ 
port to the full committee return­ 
ing the b ill without recommenda- 
I tion. 
"In effect, the exigencies on the 
hog situation seems to hav e pass­ 
ed. It seemed to lls that 
a tiial 
run on one or more farm products 
: would not b e b est.” 
As House memb ers gathered for 
the opening of the important farm 
deb ate, administration 
forces of­ 
fered to giv e ground in an effort 
to sav e the b ill. They proposed 
new restrictions on the “trial run.” 
But Rep 
Gore (D-Tenn), us­ 
ually an administration supporter 
b ut leading the opposition to its 
farm b ill, said "this retreat” mere­ 
ly is “an admission of a b asic fault 
in the b ill.” 
Gore already has offered a sub ­ 
stitute b ill continuing the 
pre­ 
sent farm program for 
another 
year. He predicted the House, aft­ 
er two days of general deb ate, will 
approv e his measure on
